the in formation that the siesmic in strumen ts 
un d er his observation are absolutely quies­ 
cen t, in d icatin g that n o further foar of a re­ 
curren ce of earth tremors n eed be en ter­ 
tain ed . 
The d amage an d loss of life is con ­ 
fin ed to a belt ex load in g but a few miles in ­ 
lan d from son ; tho in terior to was havin g 
suffered but slightly, although the shocks 
were perceptible throughout a wid e area. 
The most startlin g n ews co mes from the 
Gen oese Riviera.

the highest pitch of in ten sity. 
Though the 
session has been marked by man y ex citin g 
scen es, n othin g like that of Thursd ay had 
ever tran spired in the legislature, an d it is 
well for the fair n ame of the state that mur­ 
d er d i« l n ot grow outof i t 
A t an early hour 
crowd s of people en tered the capitol, ex pect­ 
in g that Robertson would d eman d his seat 
as lieuten an t govern or, but the d oors of the 
sen ate were securely locked an d guard ed by 
an ex tra force of d oorkeepers an d police­ 
men . 
Col. Robertson was early upon the 
scen e, but he was refused ad mission , though 
he con tin ued to stan d n ear the d oor an d soon 
forced his way in to tho chamber. 
In the 
mean time the I crowd in the corrid ors had 
in creased to several hun d red , an d several 
d esperate efforts wore mad e to force the 
d oors an d gain ad mission . A struggle en ­ 
sued with the d oorkeepers an d police, an d 
several person s were struck but n ot seriously 
hurt. 
On e man had his coat torn in to shred s 
an d a policeman w*as roughly han d led by 
the crowd , bein g taken away from the d oor 
an d violen tly thrown to the hard floor sev­ 
eral times. 
While this was goin g on the in corrid ors a 
fight took place in the chamber. 
Sen ator 
John son en tered , an d turn in g aroun d saw 
the d oorkeeper refuse ad mission to Sen ator 
Demotte. John son began to abuse the d oor­ 
keeper, call in g him a Democratic slugger 
an d scoun d rel, an d » Sen ator McDon ald left 
his seat mi l passed over to tho d oor. 
He 
then took hold of John son ’s arm an d the lat­ 
ter turn ed sud d en ly upon him an d plan ted a 
blow with his list squarely between McDon ­ 
ald ’s eyes, with the remark: 
“ D—n you, I 
have been wan tin g to get a lick at you.” 
McDon ald d id n ot return the blow, but told 
John son ho had better go to his seat an « l 
learn to con trol his temper. 
Sen ator Cox 
an d John son then in d ulged in a war of 
word s, an d John son placed his han d on his 
hip pocket an d swore that somebod y would 
get hurt if he was pressed an y further. 
As soon as ord er was restored , Col. Rob­ 
ertson arose an d ad van ced toward the presi­ 
d en t’s d esk, with the evid en t in ten tion of 
presid in g over the sen ate. 
As his foot rested 
on the lower step he w*as seized by an assist­ 
an t d oorkeeiier an d pushed back. 
He mad e 
a secon d attem pt to ascen d to the stan d , but 
the d oorkeeper again in terfered , an d he 
turn ed an d began to ad d ress the sen ate. 
He 
was called to ord er several times, but re­ 
fused to cease speakin g, an d Sen ator Fowler 
moved th at Robertson be put out of the 
chamber. 
This motion was put an d carried , 
an d the d oorkeeper was orutn -ed to remove 
him. 
Robertson offered but little resistan ce, 
an d was soon pushed out of the d oor. 
Sen ­ 
ator Demotte d en oun ced the act as an out­ 
rage, an d Sen ator Howard approached him 
an d said : “ If you d on ’t stop that I’ll smash 
your mouth; you are the cause of this 
trouble.” 
Demotte could n ot be silen ced in that way 
an d the d oorkeeper was called to seat him. 
This was accomplished after a struggle, in 
which the sen ator was thrown to the floor. 
As soon as Robertson was put out of the sen ­ 
ate a crowd gathered aroun d him an d offered 
to break open the d oor an d return with him 
to the chamber, but he refused to lead such a 
ven ture, an d preven ted two or three zealous 
in d ivid uals from breakin g the tran som over 
the d oor. 
He mad e an ad d ress to the crowd , 
coun selin g mod eration , an d the ex citemen t 
rapid ly abated . 
The sen ate attempted to proceed with busi­ 
n ess, but the Republican s refused to resp o n d
